LONGFELLOW'S NEPHEW'S INVENTION.— 


Mr. Stephen Longfellow of Cambridge, Mass., 
nephew of the poet, has invented a ship's com- 
pass, designed to overcome variations of tbe 
needle due to local causes, such as tbe use of 
iron in const ruction or the carrying of large 
masses of lion as cargo. 
The bowl of the 


compass is surrounded by four magnets, which 
are insulated I>y means of porcelain or glass 
knobs so completely thai a six-pound magnet 
placed within a very short distance dous not af- 
fect them. They arc pul in slides around tbe 
upper part of the bowl of the compass, ami, be- 
ing attached to jointed arms, can be leadily ad- 
justed to the plane of tbe chord in a broken- 
circle, or grouped together on on« side of the 
coinpau. One of Sir. Longfellow's compasses 
has been made for him by an optician of this 
city, and tlie needle shows practically no devia- 
tion when masses of iron are brought near it, 
although Ihe same masses of iron cause a 
marked deviation in nn ordinary compass.— 
Wilmington Commercial.

But a few months ago we cherished the fond 
delusion that we were gentlemen enjoying one 
of the divinest of earthly pleasures. But we 
awoke from our pleasant dream to find our- 
selves ruthlessly consigned to the vulgar herd 
of meat hunters by that immortal baud that, 
disdaining the butcher's weapon, slays with 
the long bow in true godlike style, woodpcckeis 
when " young and fat" and "jucy and sweet,'' 
poor little larks for their" exquisitely enjoy- 
able " thighs and unweaned squirrels for their 
" deliciously toothsome " flesh. 


As we we slowly advanced, fourteen or fif- 


teen quail suddenly sprang from a few feet 
ahead of Jack wilh simultaneous burst and spin 
like bullets for the brush. Quick as a flash 
your eye settles upon a single one ; tbe gun 
comes to your shoulder; you catch a dim 
glimpse of the barrel lying In the bird's direc- 
tion ; in a twinkling there is a shock, a report, 
smoke, feathers flying, something 
whirling 


downward. The guu shifted and another bird 
comes down, bouncing along the ground within 
ten paces of tbe first one. 
And all done iu a 


second ! As handsome a double shot as ever 
was made.

Wo will spend about 
half an hour among the saplings down by tho 
little spring run after woodcock. 
Wo do so. 


and bag live full-grown, strong-winged, whiz- 
zing beauties that make ns feel ashamed for 
having killed those feeble little wretches last 
summer. 


As we approach a thicket along the brook 


Dush begins to draw ; and belbro he can get 
close enough for n point'out bursts two splen- 
did ruffed grouse. Their hoarse, roaring wings 
carry ihcui like arrows fiom our sight before 
wo get our guns faltly raised. We catch their 
course, however, and follow them. Soon Jack 
draws. Lively now 1 Ilavo your gun at Iho 
hip and your linger ou the trigger. Up they 
spring like » Hush about twelve yards from us 
liolh guns crack together,and down comes ono 
within ten feet of the pluco from which ho 
sprung. The other dnrts ahead some two hun- 
dren yards and lights Iu a tree, a thing they 
sometimes do oven when not chased or barked 
at. 


Going up lo Ihe tree wo discover him stand- 


ing ored and still as a statue near the trunk on 
a limb alioul len feel above us.

•breaetraud-wiUi-marvellous skillpanboots him 
with an arrow it len feet distance! Well, lot 
ns try him with tho unscientific blunderbuss 
that must necessarily kill in the hands of any 
bungler. I shy a piece of dulid slick at him ac- 
companied with an Imitation of Ills noisy flight. 
Off he goes with a downward curving rush like 
the swoop of a falcon. Bang, whang, whang, 
bang, go our four-barrels, anil Ihrough the 
smoke and flying leaves we catch a glimpse of 
a dim streak fading away in tho distance with- 
out even a feather for a souvonior. 


But it Is now time to return to our quail. 


We will try and make a sure thing of il now. 
Slopping about ono hundred yards from whore 
we tiilnlc lliey arc, we sildown and I commence 
Ihe " Anluinn coll," or more properly, perhaps, 
Ihe female's call. After giving It a few times 
at intervals of three or four minutes between 
every three or four notes, we suddenly hear, 
right fiom the place wo hunted so closely, the 
tender, sweet " Klol—ce—ee, kloi—co—ee, klol 
—ce—ee." Our answer Is soon followed by 
another and soon by several more from the 
s.uiie direction. They aie moving now, aud 
we will try them In n few moments. 


We do so; and in less than two minutes both 


dogs are pointing on ground they bunted so 
carefully about an hour ngo. Dash has his 
head low down and turned toward a clump of 
dead grass and briars, while Jack is a few yards 
oil; all sciewed up in a heap as if on a fall ami 
ho had struck an invisible slump and sluck fast 
to it. Let's altend to Dash first, and you take 
the shot. Nolhlnu: slirs as you walk In ahead 
of him ; hul he moves In a slop closer, and 
ciawls around to the olhcr side, falully wagging 
his lail, crouching low and tienibling all over 
with excitement.

After Dash brings il we go lo Jack who Is 


slill keeping his poinl with the serene compos- 
uie of a two-pound bull frog on a sunny mud 
bank. Dash backs him at ouco. Away go 
two birds almost fiom under Jack's nose. 
No 


wonder Ihe old chap slopped so quickly. One 
fills lo each gun. On oidoring Jack to britii; 
them he does nol move, hul only turns his 
hu.ul slightly. 


" What, still another there '!" 
It looks like it, certainly. Mosl any good 


steady dog will do lhal sometimes. On kicking 
around in the direction of Jack's nose another 
starts from Iho dead leaves almost under mir 
feet, and wheels quickly upward to the Irfi, 
ivlule three barrels harmlessly turned the Ihvk 
brusli behind him. The rest of tho birds ai« 
soon found. 
As they have all been moving 


a little tbo tlogs find Ihem at once. 
\Vhilc 


hunting up the lasl Dash slilkes n Irall which, 
from his actions, Is evidently that of nnothrr 
bevy tlmt have run in from the stubble where 
we found the first. On he goes, followed cau- 
tiously by Jack, now winding around fallen true 
topi, now crawling through cal briars wlthoiii 
a whimper, now fasler, now slower, now slop- 
ping, now creeping on again. On he goes, one 
bundled yards, Iwo hundred yards, along trail, 
but a fresh one. A ruffed giouse bursts with 
a shivering rush fiom before him, but he pays 
no attention. A dirty little hare flirts up from 
behind a slump in his palh, and makes him give 
an 
involuntary start, 
but with a wistful 


look in the direction of 
the litllo woolly- 


lail he moves straight ahead. 
On he goes, 


scarcely moving now, step by step he crawls, 
with the stealth of the midnight thief, down to- 
ward the brook. 


Hello! there they are about thirty yards 


ahead on that lilllesand bar in Ihe brook, drink- 
ing. There arc over a dozen. There! they 
see us now. Hear Lhurliiilesofl, musical " lea 
—U'C—tee—tee" of alarm as they huddle into 
a biinutirul raedluy of blue tails, white ana yel- 
low collars, mottled breasts aud rosewood col- 
ored backs. What a chance for a pot shot! 
The mercenary wretch who could fire into them 
now, would smash up the Venus de Medici fur 
sod.i water. 


As we gaze upon them in admiration they 


steal gracefully away into the grass along the 
bank and disappear. 
We soon start them how- 


cveriuid they scalier In agrcve'of scrub oaks 
and saplings further up the brook, lleie wo 
have a high old lime. Every second or third 
point of the dogs is on a grand old woodcock, 
who goes whistling up through the trees on a 
rapid corkscrew course that tries our utmost 
skill. As we swing from timo to time towaid 
the thickets of black haws, and thorn apple 
along the water, a ruffed grouse scuds away on 
whizzing win». Nothing but the liveliest kind 
of motions will do here. Sometimes we have 
.0 drop suddenly on one knee to get even a 
;liuipse of the bird and shoollnstaully in that 
msition. A woodcock darts upward to Ihe tup 
)f the tiee, and jusl as we think Hie gun in on 
lim he drops down at a sharp angle. 
A quail 


wheels around our heads, and as wo whirl 
quickly around, he darts off through the leaves 
al a langent, leaving us to recover our balance 
is best we may. A grouse goes with so rapid a 
ush and slarls at such a distance thai the gun 
mistgoofflhe instanl it touches the shoulder or 
tis of no use. But slill we are nearly equal lo Ihe 
nnergency. 
Many a charge goes tearing harm- 


essly though the blush aud Bcaltcring flying 
eaves in vain ; but all the greater is the salis- 
action when we do hit.

The Is lost dispatches from the scat of tlie 


war In Turkey, I'.o not change theitluation very 
markedly, tliougli tlio general toi;o of lliem is 
against tin; Turks. As to the status In Bulgaria 
a dispatch says, "Theconviction a strong liera 
tliatPlevi.a cannot Mil out many days. Os- 
inan Fulia's men are duacillng in largo 'iiun- 
bcrs on account of privations and hardships. 
The Kussians have a field telegraph line com- 
pletely around 1'lovna, so they can concentrate 
immediately on any point attacked." Another 
dispatch siiys, "It is expected combined opera- 
tions will lie atlempicd by Osman, Mehcmct 
All and Chofkct I'aslias, upon which llio fato of 
J'lcvni will depend. Tlie Porte lias determined 
to fight to tlio bitter end." 
It appears to be un- 


decided yd whether tlie Hussians will enter 
upon a winter campaign, and attempt tri cross 
tlie Balkans by an army sutlicienlly strong to 
overcome any force the Turks mny Iw afilo to 
ojiposo to It, and march upon Adriauople. Onto 
In possession of that city theie is no donlit Lul 
that pence negotiations would be concluded, and 
tlie war corr.e to mi end, if Kussia can get all 
her demands, one of which, and the most Im- 
portant, v, III bo tlie free navigation of the Ilos- 
phorus for her vessels of war, as all nations now 
have for their merchant vessels. 
Tills will 


scarcely bo yielded by Turkey, in which aha 
will be unstained by England, and probably 
France, Austria, Germany and Italy, who do 
not want llussia to ioom up as a great naval 
power, as she will ablu to do with free and near 
access to I ha Mediterranean. 


In Asia-Minor, wliera the Turks have met re- 


verses, they have also had a lecent victory. 
Kais had been formally summoned toauricmlur 
but had rejected the summons mid resolved to 
defend the place to Iliu last. An ufllclal dis- 
patch fioin Muklitar 1'aslia, dated Erzeromn, 
Nov. 0, at noon, says, "At 4 o'clock this morn- 
ing the Kussians attacked our fortified position 
at Azizlc. Our troops, fighting with great valor 
repulsed them and pursued them four or five 
miles from Erwjrotitn. The Russians wore to- 
tally defeated. 
Our trenches are filled with 


their dead." Earlier advices received at t'on- 
ttantlnoplo, sliow that before Ibis success tho 
situation at Erzeroum was vciy critical. The 
inhabitants demanded that 
the 
authorities 


should capitulate, tho cxpuctiid reinforcements 
not having arrived, as communication with 
TrebizDiidu was difficult.

lecoMimeni'cd a vigorous bonibaulineiit of B.i- 
Uitim. 
Another dispatch 
communicates the 


following: "Forty of ex-Sultan Mtirad's ser- 
vunls have been strangled because of a con- 
fcplracy to reinstate Murad on the throne.

excitement is increased by the rumur that the 
I'rcphet appeared to the Sultan, entering him 
to conclude peace." On tlie whole the news is 
nut oncoui aging for Turkey.

altitude of Conkling and the demise of Sena- 
tor Morton are two ovents which are destined 
to exert an important bearing upon the contest 
between the ['resident and the Republicans of 
the Senate. Yesterday a member of the Ad- 
ministration, speaking about Conkling's recent 
prommciameiito in tlie colloquial form of an in- 
terview, chamotcrized it as " bold and aggres- 
sive, and that It must be met in tho same 
spirit." lie did not, however, evince much be- 
lief that it would be thus effectively treated, 
and rather deplored the sentimentality which 
may apply to the pious walks of a Christian 
life — such foiiivencss or forbearance as receiv- 
ing a smite on one cheek and turning I he other 
for a similar application, et cetera— hut which 
Is mighty inconvenient as applied to polities.

It was evident lhat C'ui'k- 
ling, lidinnndi, Cameron, and oilier Senators 
of that standard of importance, were leaily for 
war; and those of lesser consequence, (except 
numerically .speaking, when it comes lo the 
common level, tho ballot,) were not indisposed 
to unite. At picsent thcie is every indication 
of perfect unliy of action upon all measures. 


To meet this tide of opposition, which was 


was fully expected, the administration de- 
pended upon the kilo Senator Morton. Ills 
large experience In public ad'airs, his skill and 
ability as a debater, and his popuhrity in the 
Senate, all conduced to his success as the leader 
of the Admin slratiou Ibices. 
It was believed, 


and rightly so too, llial ho could muster on his 
side at least a majority of the Republicans, 
who, with the Democrats disposed to support 
the nomination of good men to ofliec, would 
have completely frustrated the efforts of tlio op- 
posing faction. The deatli of Senator Morton, 
theicf'oro, is more than an ordinary loss. 
His 


removal from the scene of the contest for po- 
litical ascendency leaves the administration 
without a champion in the Senate. Stanley 
Matthews 1ms already repeatedly shown him- 
self unequal tn the responsibilities of tho hoin. 
The veteran Senators, who have pronounced 
themselves lioitilu. to tin; 1'iesident, are waitinu 
with gnus pointed for Matthews, or Hour, 01 
any one else v> ho may undertake lo stand up 
In the way of their hostile purposes, in order to 
show by summary example what it is to op- 
pose them in their determination to make the 
administration pay the penalty of indifference. 
to their wishes, ami wh.il they regard as the 
interests of I lie liepublic.iu party. 
Morton 


was the only man who could have baffled their 
purposes. 
What the administration ft ill do to 


recorvr a foothold in the Senate rcui.iins to lie 
seen. In looking over the list of K»publican 
Senators, tlwv is nut one of any importance 
rtlioc.ui now be reckoned on. 
Ltlaiue, who 


has been coquetting with the Admini&tialion 
ever since his first hasty onset in M.neli List, 
might be co:m lered as in good Ir, lining to take 
iMoiton'd place, but his impaired health w ill pre- 
vent any iicliv part in Ihe. deliberations of the 
Senate for sonic weeks, if not months. It is 
certain lhat (he Administration could casiei 
make terms uilli iilaine than any one else of 
weight, as he has, for some months, been an 
object of icpeated favors, and, having accepted 
them, could di> no less than in leciprocate. 


Thus far in building up an Admiiiisliation 


paily In Ihe Senate, the fates have been inau- 
spicious. If this state of amirs continues, the 
President will find himself bound hand and 
foot, viith the offices tinder his authority filled 
by men hostile to his inteiests, and tlio Senate 
an Insurmountable obstacle, to their removal. 
The fi lends of the President, since the serious 
turn afiaiis have taken, liavo been in frequcU 
consultations as to the most expedient meas- 
ures to meet this emergency. As the Demo- • 
crats have already indicated their willingness 
not to antagonize the President in mallei s of a 
non-partisan character, they may be lelind

As a class, these bogus lawyers confine them- 
selves (o tlie divorce business and the. Criminal 
Couit, chiefly (ho hitter. Their sole object is to 
get all their clients have, and Uieu sell them 
out: to tnko a conveyance of the defendant's 
lands or chattels, in order that they may not 
fall inlo the hands of the law, aud then persist 
in holding on to them, no matter whether the 
accused are convicted or acquitted.

It was sugg<".ted some years ago by Licbig 


that tlio use ul coil-liver oil would liuve a ten- 
dency to promote n distaste for alcolialic stlinu- 
lantt. According to tho famo authority many 
people had found they could lake wine with 
a-jlmal food, tut not with farinaceous or amy- 
laceous nutriDHTit. A well-known mull of sci- 
ence, Mr. Chillies Xapiei, has uiulcrtiiken to 
lest these assci lions, and tho results of his ex- 
periments are set forth in n paper lead before 
the pysiologlcnl section of the Jlntlsh Associa- 
tion, and which lias altriicloil mucli attention 
In England. 


The experience of Mr. Napier's own family 


had furnished ;i seeiring proof of thn accuracy 
of Lieblg's staicincnt. They had for two years 
adopted a vegeurian diet, and although brought 
up in the modciate use of alcoholic liquors now 
felt no Inclination for tiiBin, 
More* decisive evi-

fust consisting mostly of salt fish, and his dinner 
almost wholly of rna.it meat. During the day 
he consumed frnm a pint to a quart of whiskey, 
and was notsolicr more than half his lime. Uy 
Napier's advice lie wns Induced to return to the 
breakfast of oatmeal porridge on which he hail 
been brought up, and to adopt a dinner of 
which peas and beans limned important Ingre- 
dients. Ho does not seem to have liked tho 
change at first, and made the significant com- 
plaint that ho could not "enjoy his whiskey" as 
much as formei ly. About this time there was 
a panic among llesli caters in England owing 
to tho cattle plague, and, consequently, the 
whole family was put on a vegetal Ian diet. 
Fnr SOT.O works the husband crumbled very 
uiuch, but. his taste for whiskey gradually dis- 
appeared, and in two months from the lime he 
became an enure vegetarian lie relinquished 
alcoholic stiuni nils, mill according to Mr. Na- 
pier, lias not since returned to either ik'Sli or 
alcohol. 


Another case which merits special notice was 


lh.it of a gentlei'ian of sixty who hud been ad- 
dicted to Intenipei-jte habits lur thirty-five 
years, his mitl>ieaks averaging one a week. 
His constitution was so shattered that he had 
peat difficulty m insuring his life. After mi 
attack of delirium treinens, which nearly ended 
latally, lin was pcrsu.uled to enter upon a fari- 
naceous diet, \\ Inch, v,e are assured, cured him 
completely In seven months, 
lie soerus to 


have been very ll.ln at the beginning ol the ox- 
peiimcnt, bill by the close of the period named 
had gained twenty eight pounds, being then of 
about the noraiil weight fora person of Ills 
height. 
Wesh.ill mention but one other of the 


twenty-seven cases reported by Mr. Nupier. 
IL 


Is that of an analytical chemist, 32 yoats of 1151', 
who 13 describeil as a person of some talent but 
of intemperate habits. Upon Liebig's state- 
ment being lee.illed to him, lie. expi cased an 
opinion that fun laceous food would not suit his 
own constitution, allliming that, he felt he Imd 
i-iiten nothing unless he dinuil l.ugely upon 
l!esh. lie coii'M'iiicd, however, to test, the s.ig- 
gestlou by a month's liial. His first dinner, 
which consisted principally of uiaccaroni, was 
t'alen with little appetite, but ho pcrseveied, 
conniving to stimulate a desire for food by vig- 
orous oul-door exercise, and before the end of 
six weeks was a total abstainer. 


It is not pretended that these experiments 


were numerous enough or performed under 
such diverse conditions as to completely dem- 
onstrate the trulli of Liebig's tlicoiy ; but they 
ceitainly indicate that substantial results inuy 
be expected from an exhaustive application of 
them. 
Among the articles of food which are 


specified by Ml . Napier as pre-eminent for an- . 
lagonlsui to alcohol are macaroni, haricot beans, 
dried peas, anil lentils, all of which should be 
weli boiled, anil flavored with plenty ol Iniller 
or olive oil. The vaiious garden vegetables nrj 
said to be helpful, but a diet mainly composed 
of them would not resist the tendency to in- 
temperance so effectually aa one of macaroni 
and farinaceous food. 
From this point of 


view, highly glutinous bread would be of great 
ui ilily, but it should not bo sour, such acidity 
being calculated to foster the habit of alcoholic 
drinking. A like renmik may be applied to the 
use of salted food. 


If we inquire the cause of a vegetarian's al- 


leged disinclination lo alcoholic liquors, we iind 
that the carbonaceous starch contained in the 
macaroni, beans, or oleaginous aliments, ap- 
pears to render unnecessary, and therefore le- 
pnlsive, carbon In an alcoholic Coin). Liebig 
ulu'rms distinctly that alcohol and fat oil mu- 
tually impede the 
secretion ef each other
